Oae of the Helm A»t for the ft*- 
novol »f the AftmlniHtrrtrlx. 


In July last, an inventory and ap- 


praisement of the estate of the late 
Mark Hopkins, the railroad magnate, 
was filed in the San Francisco Probate 
Court, in which the value of - the estate- 
was appraised at $24, 000,000. The in- 
ventory was not strictly in accord with 
the law, bat afterward, .upon . applica- 
tion, three appraisers were appointed l>y 
the Court, and they set out upon their 
labors, finding at that time that the es- 
tate, exclusive of the mansion now oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Hopkins, on California 
street, and supposed to have cost 
$1,750,030, was valued at $30,000,000. 
Up to the present time, however, the 
appraisers have not filed then- report.
